There is no 
doubt that Great Britain will join the United 
States in this affair if any of her subjects have 
been unlawfully dealt with. It is probable, also, 
that the joint protest of the two countries would 
settle the Cuban problem without war. Even if 
war were necessary, it would be much shorter 
and less expensive than s war conducted by the 
United States alone. It will be a more prudent, 
economical, and wise proceeding in this delicate 
business for both nations to assume the respon- 
sibility than for one; and the invitation to this 
step should come from the United States, as 
having tbe greater interests at stake. 
GOVERNMENT RAILROADS IN EUROPE. 
Mr. William Galt has a paper in the November 
number of the Fortnightly Review advocating 
the purchase of the British railroads by the 
Government, in the course of which be furnishes 
some interesting and valuable information con- 
cerning the relative merite of the private and 
the public system: of railroads.

terests. Railroads run their passenger cars in 
England with an average of not more than one- 
third of the seats filled, but they refuse to re- 
duce their fares and increase travel, when they 
would not receive any more money than at pres- 
ent. These and other grievances, Mr. Galt con- 
tends, can only be removed by the Government 
purchase of the railroads.

An act was passed by the British Parliament, 
in 1844. which was intended to give the State 
the absolute right of purchase; but Mr. Galt 
believes it to be practically inoperative.

THE UNDER-SIDE OF THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

Compromising Custom-House suits seems to 
be a regular and lucrative line of official busi- 
ness in Now York City. There is a formal pro- 
cess for discontinuing these suits in court, and 
as the compromises are always made privately 
they attract no attention. It is only when the 
efforts at compromise are resisted, as in the case 
of Phelps, Dodge & Co., for a time, that the 
facta are given to the public. A United States 
statute provides for the distribution of tne 
funds obtained in this way. Out of the sum 
paid over to secure the dismissal of the suit are 
deducted the amount of the duties due the Gov- 
ernment on the smuggled goods, the fees of the 
Clerk of the Court and the United States Mar- 
shal, and the percentage of the United States 
District-Attorney and the Clerk. The Clerk's 
fees amount to about $50 in each case, and he 
has further 1 per cent on the gross amount re- 
ceived. The Marshal's fees are about the same 
as those of the Clerk. The District-Attorney 
has a percentage of 2 per cent on the gross 
amount. After these deductions have been 
made, one-half the compromise money is paid 
into the United States Treasury. Of the re- 
mainder, one-half goes to the informer, who is 
generally a Special Agent, and the other is paid 
to thd Collector of the Port, who divides with 
the Naval Officer and the Surveyor of the Port. 
Here is an official ring of six persons,—the 
Marshal, Clerk, District-Attorney, Collector, 
Naval Officer, Surveyor, and Special Agent,—all 
of whom have a direct interest in compromising

In his letter to the Bishop of Kentucky, Dr. 
Cummins announces that he has ‘‘ severed the 
relations" which he has sustained with the 
Bishop and diocese of the Church in Kentucky, 
and that, therefore, I leave the communion in 
which I have labored in the sacred ministry for 
over twenty-eight years, and transfer my work 
and office to another sphere of labor.” From 
this it appears that Dr. Cummins proposes to 
continue the office and exercise the functions of 


a Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
but he intends to do so outside of that Church. 


He knows perfectly well that the canons of the 


Church provide for his deposition from the 
office of Bishop ; but he evidently is prepared to 
maintain his office without any regard to the 
future action the Church may take in his case. 


Tu other words, Dr. Cummins proposes to be 


Bishop of a new Church,—and, for the present, 


sole Bishop. He has marked out for himself 


a policy toward the Protestant Episcopal 
church the same as that adopted in 
Germany by Dr. Reinkens, who is sole Bishop of 
the Old Catholics. The two prelates propose to 
divide the Churches from which they separate. 
Both are Bishops,—able to exhib an Apostol- 
ical succession in their consecration, and both 
claim to represent the genuine Church of which 
they claim to be the chief Bushop, There is 6 
difference, however, in other respects, Bishop 
Reinkens is represented and conceded to be 6 
man of great natural ability, and stands intellec- 
tually high among the theologians of Germany. 


He has e large following, both of recognized 


priests and of the laity. He has also within 
the reach of his influence not only the States of 
the German Empire, but of Switzerland, largely 
of the Austrian States, and to some extent in 
France and Belgium,—s body of Oatholics num- 
bering many millions of people, With these he 
claims to be, and practically is, in full agree- 
ment upon all articles of Catholic faith and 
doctrine, save the one idea of Papal Infallibility.

The ‘‘ Home-Rule” party in Ireland, which is 
the latest thing in Lrish politics, have published 
in London a definite statement of what they 
seek.

For our country the right and privilege of manag- 
ing our own affairs by a Parliament assembled in Ire- 
land, composed of Her Majesty the Sovereign and

To secure for that Parliament, under s Federal ar- 
rangement, the right of legislating for and regulating 
all matters relating tothe internal affairs of Ireland, 
and eontrol over Irish resources and revenues, subject 
to the obligation of contributing our just propertion 

expenditure, 


and Government, legislation regarding the colonies 
and other dependencies of the Crown, the relations of 
the united Empire with foreign States, and all matters 
appertaining to the defense and the stability of the 
Empire at large. 

To obtain such an adjustment of the relations be- 
tween the two countries without any interference with 
the prerogatives of the Crown, or any disturbance of 
the principles of the Constitution. 

This is something very different from Irish 
nationality, and excludes, all thought of separa- 
tion from Great Britain. If granted, it is 
claimed it will extinguish Fenianiam and estab- 
lish peace in Ireland. 

One of the most important will suits ever tried 
in this country is now pending in New York. 
The testator was Mulford Martin, who left an 
estate valued at $3,000,000, which was divided 
up between his widow, three daughters, and 
four sons. The sons have brought suit to break 
the will, and eight lawyers are engaged by the 
respective litigants. A third party is also inter- 
ested in the suit, and is represented by counsel, 
who are obliged to fight both the counsel for the 
sons and the daughters. This is the Union 
Trust Company of New York. One of the clauses 
of the will provided that the shares of the 
danghters should be held as separate estates, free 
from the control or interference of any husband. 
The Union Trust Company was appointed colleo- 
tor of these estates, but on the day of the fail- 
ure of the Company their appointment was re- 
voked, a stipulation being signed that the Com- 
pany should have their commissions hereafter.
